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PAOLO  SOLERI:  A  BIBLIOGRAPHY

If  Paolo  Soleri  needs  an  introduction,  perhaps  the  most  appropriate  way 
of  making  that  introduction  at  this  time  is  to  ask  the  reader  to  examine 
the  present  bibliography.  In  this  way  the  reader  can  quickly  gain  for 
himself  some  idea  both  of  the  scope  of  Soleri's  work  and  also  the  scope 
of  interest,  on  the  part  of  others,  in  that  work. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  reader  needs  ho  introduction  to  Paolo  Soleri 
or  to  some  of  the  published  material  on  Soleri's  work,  the  present  biblio?? 
graphy  is  still  certain  to  provide  the  means  of  locating  Soleri  items  new 
to  the  reader. 


This  bibliography  represents  an  attempt  to  accumulate,  within  the  limita- 
tions of  time,  energy,  and  resources  available,  bibliographical  data  on 
almost  all  printed  items  —  however  significant  —  by  or  about  Paolo  Soleri 
or  his  work. 

For  the  most  part  the  items  in  this  bibliography  are  journal  articles. 
Most  of  these  deal  primarily  with  Soleri,  but  some,  at  the  other  end  of 
the  spectrum,  contain  only  brief  references  to  him. 

The  second  most  important  classification  of  items  in  this  bibliography 
are  books  in  which  Soleri  is  discussed  or  referred  to.  Because  of  the 
obvious  international  scope  of  interest  to  Soleri,  data  on  translations 
of  these  books  have  been  included  when  available.  Reviews  of  these  books 
have  also  been  included  if  the  reviews  contain  reference  to  Soleri. 

Newspaper  articles  dealing  with  Soleri  are  systematically  included  only 
if  they  appeared  in  major  newspapers. 

Other  types  of  items  included  in  this  bibliography  are  the  following; 
catalogs  of  exhibits  in  which  Soleri's  vjork  has  appeared,  special  tele- 
vision programs  in  which  Soleri's  work  was  featured,  a  number  of  works  in 
progress  which  deal  with  Soleri  at  lesser  or  at  greater  length,  and  sev- 
eral other  types  of  miscellaneous  items. 

Systematically  excluded  from  this  bibliography  are  two  types  of  items, 
both  of  which  might  vjell  have  been  included  in  any  exhaustive  and  com- 
pletely non-selective  bibliography. 

The  first  of  these  two  types  of  items  consists  of  all  but  a  sampling  of 
articles  on  Soleri  appearing  in  local  (Pheonix,  etc.)  newspapers.  These 
are  very  difficult  to  obtain  outside  the  immediate  area  and  are  generally, 
moreover,  of  less  interest  than  are  articles  in  journals  or  books. 
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The  second  of  the  two  types  of  items  excluded  from  this  bibliography  con- 
sists of  the  various  "house  publications"  of  Soleri's  Cosanti  Foundation. 
These  are  for  the  most  part,  essays  by  Soleri  which  appear  from  time  to 
time  in  mimeographed  form.  Vhile  they  are  of  potentially  great  value  to  those 
interested  in  Soleri,  these  publications  are  in  very  short  supply,  and  are 
not  at  present  available  except  at  the  Cosanti  Foundation  in  Scottsdale 
(Arizona).  Please  note  that  mail  requests  for  these  publications  cannot 
be  honored  except  as  detailed  below. 

Due  to  the  potential  value  of  these  essays,  Soleri  has  agreed,  at  my 
suggestion,  to  make  copies  available,  as  they  appear  in  the  future,  to  a 
number  of  major  architecture  libraries.  The  Library  of  the  College  of  En- 
vironmental Design  of  the  University  of  California  in  Berkeley  v/ill  be  the 
first  regular  recipient  of  these  publications.  Interested  librarians 
from  other  major  architecture  libraries  may  v/rite  Soleri  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  these  publications  for  their  own  libraries.  I'rite 
Paolo  Soleri/The  Cosanti  Foundation/6433  East  Doubletree  Ranch  Road/Scotts- 
dale,  Arizona,  85251. 


This  bibliography  was  begun  in  the  fall  of  1967,  when  I  was  an  apprentice 
at  the  Cosanti  Foundation,  and  has  been  systematically  (and  unsystemati- 
callyi)  added  to  in  the  course  of  the  intervening  time.  A  number  of  items 
were  discovered  in  the  process  of  compiling  A  Short  Bibliography  on  Me- 
gastructures  (Monticello.  Illinois:  Council  of  Planning  Librarians,  1969). 
Many  more  items  have  been  discovered  only  recently  as  I  have  used  the  compil- 
ation of  this  bibliography  as  a  means  of  exploring  the  Library  of  the 
College  of  Environmental  Design  for  insights  relative  to  a  master's  thesis 
on  possible  means  of  improving  that  Library. 

An  educated  guess  is  that  there  are  still  a  good  many  items  properly  within 
the  scope  of  this  bibliography  (as  discussed  above)  which  are  not  as  yet 
included.  Persons  who  know  of,  or  who  discover  additions  that  might  be 
made,  are  requested  to  send  them  to  me  for  inclusion  in  a  supplement. 
Those  who  send  additions  on  or  before  November  1,  1969  will,  in  return, 
receive  copies  of  the  supplement.  My  address  is  455  Golden  Gate  Avenue/

The  major  shortcoming  of  this  bibliography  as  it  appears  here  is  that  it 
is  not  as  completely  or  as  consistently  annotated  as  it  might  well  be. 
The  annotations,  such  as  they  are,  have  been  made  over  a  period  of  a  year 
and  a  half  during  which  there  have  been  a  variety  of  motivations  for  con- 
tinuing the  vjork.  Limitations  of  time  have  not  permitted  further  v/ork  on 
them  at  present.  It  should  be  noted  that  whether  an  item  is  annotated 
or  not  does  not  necessarily  constitute  an  evaluation  of  it.  Many  times 
it  was  possible  to  make  an  adequate  annotation  for  a  minor  item  when 
adequate  annotations  on  more  important  items  could  not  be  made  due  to  lack 
of  time. 
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In  conclusion  it  should  be  noted  that  this  bibliography  appears  at  a 
major  turning  point  in  the  career  of  Paolo  Soleri:  his  book  Arcology  -- 
the  City  in  the  Image  of  Man  will  be  published  by  the  M. I.T.  Press  in 
the  fall  of  this  year;  a  major  exhibit  of  his  work  will  be  shown  at  the 
Corcoran  Gallery  in  Washington,  D.C.in  January  of  1970;  and  ground  will 
be  broken  the  following  spring  for  construction  on  the  new  site  of  the 
Cosanti  Foundation. 

These  events  are  certain  to  create   more  interest  in  the  man  and  in  his 
work.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  bibliography  will  serve  to  enable 
readers,  writers,  scholars,  and  professionals  of  many  disciplines  to 
better  evaluate  both. 


Many  people  have  helped  me  in  the  long  course  of  compiling  this  biblio- 
graphy. First  and  foremost  among  them  was  Soleri 's  wife  Corolyn  ("Colly") 
whose  Soleri  bibliography  of  thirty-five  items  (a  "house  publication"  of 
1967)  was,  until  the  present,  the  most  complete  Soleri  bibliography  yet 
compiled.  She  has  kindly  furnished  information  on  many  new  items  in  the 
present  bibliography  which  could  not  have  been  located  by  use  of  the 
standard  research  aids  currently  available  to  architects.  She  has  also 
patiently  answered  a  hundred  questions,  big  ones  and  small  ones  —  by 
letter,  by  telephone,  and  face  to  face. 

Special  thanks  are  also  due  to  Soleri  himself  and  to  the  follov^ing  ap- 
prentices at  the  Cosanti  Foundation:  Ivan  Pintar,  Kenji  Shiratori,  and 
Claire  Weintraub,  At  the  University  of  California  special  thanks  are  due 
to  Professor  Richard  L.  Meier  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Environmental  De- 
sign Library  --  particularly  to  Arthur  Waugh,  Charles  Shain,  and  Odessa 
Crudup.
